I do not know whether Elia let his 
imagination stray much beyond his native 

ndon and ‘‘the green plains of 
pleasant Hertfordshire,’’ therefore, I am 
not sure that he would rot have cl 
atlases, if he had thought of them, along 
with “Court calendars, directories, 
pocket-books,” «and the other volumes 
“which no gentleman s library should be 
without.” But an atlas, I am sure, is as 
deserving of honourable classification as a 
dictionary. It does much more than tell 
ns how to address letters to Teschen or 
show us the boundaries of Liechtenstein ; 
and what it does it does in the 
pleasantest way. An atlas gives its 
information because you want it, not 
becayse ite maker thinks the information 
zood for you. You can shut an atlas or a 
dictionary whenever you lke without 
feeling that it has any further claim on 
your attention. 

You do not feel like that when you 
have a novel in hand. Behind the poorest 
of novels vou are aware of a writer 
impressing his personality on you, such 
as it is. He will not let you go, if he can 
help it, till you have read to the end of 
his book. He is as tenacious as the 
Ancient Mariner. I do not regard novel- 
reading as an anodyne. One must be a 
dull creature if a novel does not stimulate 
criticism of all kinds—artistic, literary, 
moral—and the story must be mere farce 
or nonsense which does not stir the heart. 
You cannot be altogether indifferent to 
the author. Physicist, psychologist, 
economist, historian—whatever he is, he 
does his best to bring you up to the spy- 
hole from which he views the universe, 
and, if he can manage it, he keeps your 
eye to the hole till he thinks you have 
seen all that he has seen from it. I do 
not blame him; human inertia is so 
great that we should know very little of 
the world if the showman’s missionary 
veal or vanity or mere love of gain did 
not urge him to bring us up to the spy- 


hole. . 
ALL ABOUT ABYSSINIA. 


We do not always need the showman. 
Curiosity induces us sometimes to do our 
own sight-seeing. When we are in this 
mood we turn to the books of reference. 
The maker of a dictionary, an atlas, an 
almanac, does not bring us to a spy-hole; 
he admits us to a museum in which all 
sorts of interesting things are arranged 
neatly and in order. He does not care 
whether we examine this object or that, 
and, if we sit down and fall asleep, he 
will not wake us. 

To enjoy a musesum, one must have 
leisure and imagination. One needs 


. leisufe and imagination also to enjoy a 


map. One cannot enjoy all maps, or all 
maps equally, unless one happens to be 
a member of the Geographical Society. 
I am not greatly interested in the map of 
Australia, though, when I was a small 
bey and had to draw outlines of the 
countries of the world, I thought highly 
of the easily-copied curves of the Austra- 
lian coastline. The map of South 
America, too, was easily drawn, and 
therefore attractive; but, nowadays, 
beyond that part which shows the 
“Indian Peru’’ and ‘‘the Amazon huge 
river,” the may of South America 
interests me little. I leave a great part 
of Africa to the Geographical Society. 
Egypt one excepts ; one does not associate 
the land of the Pharaohs and the 
Ptolemies with the regions of primitive 
savagery which fill up so much of the 
map. 

Abyssinia too—mysterious Abyssinia— 
one would study, if the map made study 
possible ;, but the country of the Queen of 
Sheba, of Prester John and of Rasselas 
is shown as a huddle of mountains, and 
the few place-names recall little that is 
interesting or important. Bruce, the 
traveller, made his way into the country 
in the middle of the eighteenth century, 
and brought back an account of his 
discovery of the springs of the Blue Nile, 
and stories of Abyssinian customs which 
many of his countrymen refused to 
believe. About a hundred years later a 
British army marched to Magdala, the 
capital, and frightened King Theodore to 
death ; and, in our own time, an Italian 
army invaded the country, but found an 

obstacle in the army of King 
Menelik. Do you know anything more 
about Abyssinia?

Kinglake wrote a 
fine book in ““Eothen,” and most people 
will agree that Mr. Belloc’s ‘‘ Path to 
Rome ’’ is-excellent. Loti wrote two good 
travel. books—his book on India and 
“Vers Ispahan.’’ How admirably the 
Indian book opens! The ruined city of 
apura, sh:ouded for centuries by 
the jungle, was not the first place visited 
by Loti—it is far inland, and in Ceylon, 
not India—but no better starting-point 
could have been found for his readers. 
It puts us at once into the mood which 
he desires, if we are to see India as he 
saw it. Europe is forgotten, and we are 
prepared to make the acquaintance of 
civilisations which were ancient when ours 
was still unborfi;.and behind all we are 
shown Nature, beautiful, pitiless Nature, 
who was at the birth of all the civilisa- 
tions and will see the last into the grave. 
I cannot imagine Mr. Belloc or anyone 
of his school concerning himself with the 
very distant past or future; nor can I 
imagine one of this school greatly 
interested in the fortunes of any empire 
beyond the influence of the City on the 
Seven Hills. The road must lead to 
Rome if Mr. Belloc is to take it. In this 
boundless universe, however, we must set 
limits for ourselves, if we are to keep 
enough energy for the cultivation of our 
garden; and there is no denying the fact 
that Mr. Belloc has cultivated his. 


ENGLAND IN INDIA. 


Loti’s needs were different, and in 
India he thought that he would satisfy 
them. There was one fly in the ointment 
—les Anglais. The “nglish were more 
unpopular than usual when Loti wrote 
his book on India. It was the time of 
the Boer War. The English, he seems to 
have thought, would spoil India for him, 
and he did his best to keep out of their 
way. I hold no brief for the English, 
but India, even with the English, should 
be a more interesting country than India 
without them. Contrast is necessary for 
appreciation. The night sky is blackest 
to our eyes when it. is studded with stars. 
Loti himself, as it happened, owed his 
most impressive experience in India to 
one of the white race. 

When Providence has got as much out 
of the British race as the race can give, 
and when the great Commonwealth of 
Nations breaks up or merges in some 
world federation, what a record the 
historian will have to ‘study who sets 
himself the task of telling the story of 
England in India! No other record has 
come down to us of a small country 
ruling a country continental in size and 
separated from it by half the world. 
When one thinks of the road to India 
which the conquerors had to travel—those 
thousands of miles of uncharted ocean— 
and when one thinks of the dangers of the 
way—pirates, tempest, calm—one is not 
surprised that young Englishmen of 
those days who visited the European 
Continent were conspicuous by a certain 
easy self-possession which their hosts 
mor envy, but could hot assume. 

The conquest of India, taking place when 
it did, must have done much to save 
Britain from the ill. effects of the 
industrial revolutions It was a money- 
making enterprise, but it Was money- 
making with a difference. Responsibility 
for the treatment of the new possession 
began early to make itself felt in 
England. Cowper, in Olney, far from the 
stir of the political world, opens the 
newspaper to find out how his country- 
men are behaving themselves in Bengal. 
Is India free? And does she wear her plum'd 
And jewelled turban with a smile of peace, 

Or do we grind her still? 

Burke about the same time enters on the 

greatest task of his life with his speech 

on the Nabob of Arcot’s debts, a task 

which commits him before long to the 

impeachment of Warren Hastings.

LIGHT ON ANCIENT TIMES. 


From FEUTER & CORRESPONDENT. 
SALISBURY, RHODESIA, 
Thursday. 

A most interesting discovery of a 
typical bushman rock painting of Bantu 
bushmen fighting, superimposed on an 
obviously older bushman painting of a 
typically dressed Arab has been made by 
Professor Cypriani, a member of the 
Italian Ornithological Expedition now in 
the Marandellas district. 

It is thought that the painting, which 
is entirely different from any other 
previously found in Rhodesia, may have a 
most important effect on the modern con- 
ception of ancient Rhodesia. 


NATIONAL MUSEUM 
ACQUISITIONS.

SIXTH CENTURY BELLS. 


The National Museum has recently acquired 
two exceptionally interesting bells of iron 
from the ancient and beautifully situated 
eccesiastical establishment of Killegar, an 
upland between the Scalp and Enniskerry. 
Like the Bell of St. Mochaoi of Nendrum, 
they had been probably buried for safe keep- 
ing during some Viking raid, and so lost 
for well-nigh a thousand years. If this were 
the case, they were ancient even when buried, 
for bells of this type are dated by com- 
parison with the Bell. of St. Patrick (Clo 
an Udhachta) in the National Museum, whic 
goes back to 450 A.D., at least. These bells 
are of somewhat later type, and may be 
referred to the Sixth, and perhaps even the 
Seventh, Century. Both consist of iron 
plotes riveted together and dipped in molten 
renze; both are much rusted, afid the 
smaller one is very much fragmented; the 
handle of the latter has disappeared, but 
the clapper-loop still survives. The Jarger 
bell has fared much better than its com- 
panion in most of there details. The main 
dimensions are: Small boil, 7 x 6 x 3 inches; 
larger bell, a 3 64 x 34 inches. The handle 
of the larger bell is greoved to take-a leather 
or wooden cushion; a smal] portion is, un- 
fortunately, missing.

A “ Negro” Dramaiist. 


Paul Green has become famous in 
America as the dramatist of the negro 
of the Southern States, but he is not him- 
self a negro. He is now an assistant 
professor of philosophy in the University 
of North Carolina, and is at present in 
London. He has said: “My first 
memories are,of negro ballads ringing out 
by moonlight and the rich laughter of 
the resting blacks, down by the river 
bottom. ”' 

Born in 1894 on a farm in North 
Carolina, the young Green farmed in the 
spring and summer and went to a couhtry 
school for a few months in the winter. 
Later he graduated at Buie’s Creek 
Academy, and was a school teacher for 
two years. In 1916 he entered North 
Carolina University, but 1917 found him 
in the American Army, where he rose to 
be second lieutenant of Engineers on the 
Engineering Staff in Paris. He served 
four months on the Western Front. In 
1919 he returned to his university, and 
did some post-graduate work there and at 
Cornell. 

He began writing verse in 1917, and his 
first play was written in the same year 
for a competition in the university. He 
won the prize, having at the time, he 
says, acquaintance ‘‘with only one play 
and part of another—all of ‘‘ Hamlet ”’ 
and part of “Julius Cesar.’’ Since then 


he has written about forty plays.

But, as yet, I am no more 
definite about the trip than the wish to 
make it.” So Ireland is to have the 
pleasure of a first-hand acquaintance with 
one of his negro plays before he can 
come to visit us.

Luck or Just Honesty 2 


The experience of the correspondent 
which you quoted the other day, another 
correspondent writes, is surely due to 
something more than luck. The implica- 
tion in the remark of the postal official 
who said: ‘‘ It was lucky you lost it at 
lunch hour!” was clearly that if the five 
pound note had been lost at any other 
time the finder would have been the 
keeper. 

A friend of mine has recently had an 
experience which directly contradicts the 
implication. She set out one afternoon a 
few weeks ago to do some shopping, and 
to have a walk in the Phoenix Park. With 
a lady friend, she got aboard a tram going 
from Donnybrook to Phoenix Park, and 
having traversed the greater part of the 
city in the tram, they set about walking 
through the Park. They walked in the 
Park for over an hour, and then came to 
the main gate to return to the city. Once 
again in a tram, my friend discovered that 
she had lost her purse, containing several 
pounds, in addition to her latech-keys 
She had not the faintest idea whether it 
had been lost in a tram or in the Park. 

Some few days later an advertisement 
appeared in the papers stating that a 
purse had been found. As my friend had 
tried the Tramway Office without success, 
she tried, as a forlorn hope, a reply to 
the advertisement. To her astonished de- 
light, her purse was immediately re- 
turned—returned, too, by a very poor, un- 
employed workman, who had found it in 
the Park. He had taken Jess than two 
shillings from its contents to pay for the 
advertisement. An experience of» this 
kind js calculated to make one have 
a higher opinion of humanity than the 
‘* luck ” of your other correspondent. My 
friend's experience shows that ‘‘ common 
honesty ” is still fairly common, even in

The Four Courts. 


It would be interesting to know if, in 
the rebuilding of the Four Courts, which 
must be nearing completion, any traces 
were found underground of the great 
Dominican Priory which formerly occupied 
this site. The first Priory was founded 
here in the year 1224, but was destroyed 
in 1516 to prevent Richard Bruce obtain- 
ing an entrance to the city, and the 
stones used for building a city wall, but 
Edward III. obliged the citizens to restore 
the church later. With the suppression 
of the monasteries under Henry VIII. 
the Priory suffered a like fate, and was 
subsequently used as a theatre and after- 
wards as a printing office, a rare edition 
of a prayer-book, dated 1760, adorned 
with quaint woodcuts, emanating from 
there. The monastery chapel was used 
by the French Huguenots until it was 
taken over for the purpose of erecting the 
present Four Courts, of which the founda- 
tion stone was laid in 1786. They took 
fourteen years to build, and cost 


£200,000 


Underground Structures. 


Some massive structures were known 
to exist underground, and were believed 
te be part of the foundations of the 
mDominican Priory. Up to twenty years 
ago an interesting one was in existence 
in the locality leading from North King 
street to the river, and consisted of a 
series of arches built on piers, which were 
approached by a flight of steps in what 
was then known as orge’s Hill. 
Opposite to the steps in the first vault 
was a deeply-arched recess in whigh was 
a well of fresh water, said & be 
dedicated to Saint Anne, after whorh. one 
of the adjacent streets is called. Nearby 
% a bricked-up opening to a passage 
which is said to extend to Christ Church. 
About seventy years ago a workman 
explored this passage carrying a lighted 
cándle and a ball of twine, one end of 
which he fastened to the entrance, but 
when he got under what he considered 
Ormond Quay, the air became foul, and 
he had to return. From these remains, 
still existing after 700 years, some idea 
may be gleaned of the extent and im- 
portance of the buildings which were 
replaced by the noble pile of the Four

| Wesleyan President in Ireland. 


The Rev. Dr. John W. Lightley, M.A., 
D.Litt., who is one of the most prominent 
of the Nonconformist leaders takin part 
in the Methodist Conference at Cork this 
week, is this year’s President of the 
Wesleyan Conference, and has for a long 
period been one of the outstanding figures 
of the denomination. 

Most of Dr. Lightley’s ministeral life 
has been spent in Yorkshire, and he’ is 
now the Superintendent of the nen “ó 
(Leeds) Circuit. He was, for a short 
period, Methodist Minister at Paris. His 
appointment to the French capital’ was 
criticised at the time because of his 
youth, but his six years’ good work there 
justified the wisdom ofsthe selection. 

Dr. Lightley was formerly actively 
associated with the old Wesleyan Training 
College at Leeds, where he filled the 
Chair of Old Testament, and languages, 
and literature. He contributed many 
articles to the Hastings Dictionary. 


Auto Suggestion. 


I had spent a pleasant time on my 
‘‘courd’’ until early morning, sharing 
the turf firé and the story-telling in a 
country cabin. Stories of fairies and 
ghostly visitations had been exchanged, 
and I went out into the night air and 
faced my lonely mile and a half of the 
road home with my brain teeming with 
the eerie. My way lay past a cross-roads 
which had figured in the tales as a spot 
where more than one had lain with a 
stake througn his heart, and more than 
one late home-goer had been met by misty 
figures that gathered substance against the 
dark.

An Trish Halfpenny. 


It was my luck the other day to come 
across an Irish halfpenny in the pos- 
session of a friend which has a certain 
extrinsic interest. A little larger than 
the modern halfpenny, it was minted in 
Dublin in 1760, the last year gf George 
II.’s reign, and examples of it, I under- 
stand, are rare. The letters D.F. fox 
Defensor Fidei, do not appear upon the 
cbverse; while the reverse bears the 
Harp and Crown and the word Hibernia. 
The coin has a value, apart from its com- 
parative rarity, in that it was discovered 
in the stuffing of an old sofa, the property 
of W. E. Gladstone, in Hawarden Castle. 
It is, by the way, sometimes forgotten 
that the title, Defender of the Faith, was, 
rather paradoxically earned by Henry 
VIII,, by virtue of a pamphlet from the 
hand of that royal scholar against the 
tenets of Martin Luther.

“Borrowed ” Pigeons. 


A correspondent writes:—Your recent 
paragraph in the “ Diary ” referring to 
lost pigeons brings to my mind an in- 
teresting conversation I had on that 
subject some time ago. 

I was watching a football match with 
a friend who told me that an uncle, or 
cousin, or some relative, at any rate, 
had just lost two prize homing pigeons. 
He went on to remark that the pigeons 
had been absent for a week, when he was 
interrupted by another spectator, a man 
with no collar, who evidently knew all 
about birds. He informed me that, in 
all probability, the birds strayed, and 
were caught by a bird-fancier, who, seeing 
that his ‘‘catches’’ were good ones, re- 
tained them and used them for brooding 
purposes. The birds would be kept for 
one, two, or even three seasons, and then, 
when the astute one had a collection of 
first class pigeons, the original two would 
be released, and in nine cases out of 
ten, would fly straight home. 

I was assured that pigeons, no matter 
how long they have been detained, can 
always find their way home with unerring 
instinct. It seems that there is a regular 
traffic in this '“ borrowing ” of pigeons, 
and that many people actually make a 
living out of capturing good birds, and 
then seling the young ones at a high

ht. friendly gesture made by the Free 

State Government recently, regard- 
ing concessions to Northern solicitors 
ractising their profession south of the 
bomen, has met with a happy response 
from the Northern Administration, and 
an admitted grievance will soon be 
remedied. It will be recalled that pro- 
vision was made for relief from double 
stamp duty on the certificates of solicitors, 
so that a Northern certificate would be 
effective in the Free State, provided that 
similar relief were granted to Southern 
solicitors practising in the Six Counties. 
This was one of the border difficulties 
which arise from time to time. bat. which 
can easily be settled by co-operation in 
a spirit of good-will. A short Bill has 
hee Bo introduced in the Northern 
’arliament on the same lines as that 
passed by the Free State. making the 
arrangements reciprocal, the date fixed 
for its coming into force being 5th 
January, 1930. 

There are many other ways in which 
the two Governments can co-operate for 
the good of the country as a whole. and 
one of these might be found in increased 
trade and commerce bet ween the two 
States. Some time ago it was suggested 
that the South should have an official 
business representative stationed in 
Belfast, say on the lines of the Empire 
Marketing Board, to foster commercial] 
relations between North and South. Tf 
that were done, it would be to the 
benefit of all concerned. The North 
might then return the compliment. 


NORTHERN YACHTING. 
Yachting cirtles in the North are look. 


ing forward with confidence to the race 
for the America Cup in the autumn of 
next year. A great deal has been said 
about Sir Thomas Lipton’s bringing the 
coveted trophy to England, but in the 
event of its crossing the Atlantic once 
more, its home is likely to be in the 
clubhouse of the Royal Ulster Yacht 
Club at Bangor, on the shores of Belfast 
Lough.

ing. By the way, we are to have a 
visit from several warships towards the 
end of the month. 


WHEN DOCTORS DIFFER. 


The “ back to butter’’ campaign in 
the Belfast Workhouse is proceeding gaily 
and providing a good deal of diversion for 
the community. The Guardians, who 
have been notorious for their parsimony 
in the granting of certain forms of relief, 
are now accused of extravagance by the 
Home Office because they desire to give 
butter instead of margarine to the 
inmates of the institution. The Ministry 
declares that, according to its medical 
experts, margarine is good enough for 
adults, and that the absence of vitamins 
makes no difference, whereas the Work 
house doctors afe of a contrary opinion. 
The difference in cost would mean £1,000 
additional charge on the rates, but it is 
pointed out that the money would be paid 
to local farmers, while in the purchase 
of margarine it would be sent out of the 
province. 

In other words, the Guardians have 
adopted the Premier's slogan, '“ Push 
Ulster goods,” and the Ministry of Home 
Affairs do not see the wisdom of it in this 
case. The problem was considered yester- 
day in the Northern House of Commons, 
and the results of further investigations 
are awaited. In view of the Ministry’s 
assertion that the vitamins of butter 
absent in margarine are of no importance 
to adults, a question put by Mr. Nixon, 
an independent Unionist, is of interest. 
He asked if the medical advisers of the 
Ministry had examined the inmates prior 
to the order in reference to margarine, 
and was informed by Sir Dawson Bates 
that that would be a physical imnossi- 
bility. ‘‘ I thought so,” said Mr, Nixon. 
“ A great many of these inmates have a 
very low vitality, due to starvation condi- 
tions before entering the Workhouse.’ 
That point of view is not sufficiently 
considered. 


PLEASANT RELATIONS. 


The visit to Belfast of Tépresentatives 
of the Chartered Surveyors’ Institute 
from all over Great Britain and Ireland 
is an event of importance. The institu- 
tion has been in existence for over sixty 
years, but this is the first official visit to 
Belfast, although one of its conferences 
was held in Dublin a little over quarter 
of a century ago. The delegates arrived 
yesterday, and to-day they were given an 
official welcome by the Lord Mayor and 
had an opportunity of hearing a couple 
of papers dealing with the agricultural 
and industrial development of Ireland. 
Gatherings such as this are certain to 
have a beneficial effect all round, and 
the cross-Channel members will discover 
that in the professions there is no border 
in Ireland, but that all work together in 
harmony for the good of the country. 

It may be mentioned that in town- 
planning—a subject of the highest 
importance—the Institute is doing splendid 
work, creating schemes which result in 
properly laid-out streets, artistic struc- 
tures and pleasant roadways, the idea 
being to preserve the beauty of urban 
districts as well as of the countryside, 
It is also called on to solve traffic 
problems, and a discussion regarding the 
conditions of transport in Belfast might

‘The Earl of Tyrecanl Colonel "Richer 
Talbot) championed the Catholic cause, and, 
as Commander-in-Chief of the Army, he re- 
Placed thousands of Protestants by Catholic 
soldiers and officers. Mass was once more 
publicly recited: A Catholic Provost was ap- 
Pointed in Trinity College, legal profession was 
again open to Catholics. Though generally 
the Catholics did not abuse their newly- 
acquired power, still intrigue and rumours 
of persecution set the Protestant discontent 
ablaze. William of Orange was ptoclaimed 
King of England instead of James, and the 
fierce struggle that ensued was not so much 
a fight on the part of the Irish people for 
their national independence as a struggle for 
religious liberty, personified in a Catholic 
monarch of England. Sarsfield’s departure 
for France with 12,000 of the bravest of Ire- 
land’s sons after the Treaty of Limerick left 
the country completely in the power of the 
Protestant ascendancy. The very terms of 
the Treaty should have warned the Irish 
leaders that they had little to hope for. 

The Penal Laws were not measures of self- 
defence, but the fruit of intense hatred of 
all that was Catholic or Irish. 
sources of the Pendl Code were religious 
bigotry and.racial hatred. The legislators, 
whether in Ireland or in England, made no 
secret of their purpose, though Protestant 
apologists of this—one of the darkest stains 
on England’s honour—may speak of the need 
of the minority to protect itself. The effect 
of the laws that were passed against 
Catholics was to shut out almost all hope 
for the Irish race, and Swift’s prophecy 
seemed close on fulfilment when he said :— 
“The Irish Catholics are as harmless as 
women and children, powerless to hurt, and 
doomed to certain disappearance in one or 
two generations.” 


THE ECONOMIC CLAUSES. | 
The law sought to undermine the religious 


life by banishing the Catholic faith 
and all connected with it. By its 
economic clauses it would rnin and 
pauperise the native population, and 


finally by degrading and demoralising the 
natural character the nation of serfs would 
in time cease ingloriously to be. The Penal 
Laws were a well-thought-out plan to make 
the Irish people accept the Protestant faith. 
One of the first provisions enacted—‘‘ That all 
Popish archbishops, bishops, vicars-general, 
deans, Jesuits, monks, friars and all other 
regular Popish. clergy, and all Papists exer- 
cising any ecclesiastical jurisdiction shall 
depart this kingdom.’’ 

he clergy were the great bar to the 
scheme of the Anglicisation and perversion 
of the country. The campaign against them 
was begun, ‘‘inasmuch as the late rebellion 
had been notoriously was by the 
Catholic clergy, afd the public safety 
was endangered by so many of them." 
One hundred and fifty-three _ priests 
were shipped from Dublin, one 
hundred and ninety from (Galway and 
seventy-eig!:it from Cork in the year 1693. 
In 1708 only two bish Dromore and 
Cashel—were left in Ireland. A like attempt 
was made to banish the regulars, but not 
with equal success. Many were imprisoned in 
Irish prisons and finally exported, but they 
persisted, though the penalty was hanging, in 
coming back. As the ecclesiastical schools 
ceased to exist in Ireland, young men who 
wished to become priests left the country in 
scores to be educated on the Continent, and 
returned as priests. An efforé was made to 
check this. 

To send anyone to the Continent for educa- 
tion, to support anyone there, meant for- 
feiture of all property, and the parents and 
guardians had to ar the brunt of the penalty 
if they could not explain their absence. Priest- 
hunters were continually prowling about, and 
the slightest suspicion meant arrest. Even regis- 
tered priests were not left undisturbed. An 
oath of abjuration was after a time made 
compulsory—an oath that was repugnant to 
every Catholic and Irish priest. In spite of 
all England’s plans the Church’s ministry 
continued in Ireland. 


MIXED MARRIAGES. 

Another of the difficulties experienced by 
the Protestant ascendancy in their determina- 
tion to root out the Catholic faith lay in the 
mixed marriages between Irish Catholics and 
English Protestants. If the colonists were 
allowed to take Irish wives, the bishops and 
priests were being attacked in vain; and so 
all marriages of that sort were declared in- 
valid, and any priest found celebrating such 
a marriage was guilty of felony. In 1726 the 
Rev. Timothy Ryan was found guilty of 
marrying a Protestant to a Catholic wife, 
and he was executed for it The child who 
became a Protestant could reduce his father 
to a mere tenant for life of his estate and 
assume full ownership. The Penal Code made 
it impossible for a Catholic to become a land- 
lord, and Papists were not allowed to pur- 
chase for a longer period than thirty years, 
and no Papist could obtain land from a Pro- 
testant unless he conformed. The Penal Code 
from the religious point of view was a dismal 
failure. 

Having briefly sketched the rise ot the 
system of landlordism, which continued up to 
a few years ago, the rev. lecturer said that 
the effect of the Penal Laws on the industrial 
and commercial life of the Irish Catholics 
was disastrous. In spite of legislation, how- 
ever, the Catholics took a leading part in the 
woollen’ industry, and over twenty thousand 
Catholics were engaged in it in 1698. 
Edmund Burke described the Penal Code as 
“a machine of wise and elaborate con- 
trivance, and as well fitted for the oppression, 
impoverishment and degradation of a people, 
and the debasement in them of human nature 
itself, as ever proceeded from the perverted 
ingenuity of man.” 

“Let us,” said the speaker, in conclusion, 
‘‘show the descendants of the minority who 
fashioned so skilfully the unjust laws of op- 
ression, even though the existence of a 
oundary is still proof that their own methods 
have never changed, that intolerance forms 
no part in the lile of a Catholic people. At 
the same time, let us not mistake weakness 
for tolerance. Our ancestors risked all else 
to save the faith. Woe to us in our genera- 
tion if we do not realise our obligations. As 
Catholics let us stand firm, shoulder to 
shoulder, supporting one another in charity. 
Let us drop for eyer the idea that culture 1s 
the appanage of the Saxon and the Pro- 


testant.’’ 
A PROUD NATION. 

After thanking the reverend lecturer for 
his paper, the Bishop of Waterford said that 
the paper bore the impress of research, and 
was unbiassed and impartial. It was a dark 
picture, yet no man could question the truth 
of a single statement made by the lecturer. 
A note had been sounded that the cele- 
tions of the week were not intended to revive 
any old spirit of hatred. They were grateful 
to Almighty God for all that He had done 
for them, and they asked Him to give thein 
race that they might live up to the privi- 
eges of freedom that were theirs to-day. 

“We should be a proud nation,” con- 
tinued His Grace, ‘‘and the history that has 
been detailed in those pages should make 
everyone feel proud that he is an Irishman, 
and should make him feel also that he is the 
heir of an inheritance priceless beyond ex- 
pression. ‘That fact has placed on each one 
of us the responsibility of living up to what 
our responsibilities are. :

THE CHAIRMAN. 

The Archbishop of Tuam said that -he 
wished to re-echo the sentiment of His Grace 
the Archbishop of Dublin, that the object of 
the celebrations was not to create resentment 
or ill-feeling towards their non-Catholic 
brethren. They were not responsible for the 
evil deeds of Elizabeth and Cromwell, and 
he assumed that the great majority of them 
had no sympathy with religious persecution. 
Their object in recalling the tortures inflicted 
on their forefathers was to keep alive the 
spirit of faith through which victory was 
won, and to thank God for rescuing them 
from annhilation as a Catholic nation. The 
mission of the Catholic Church was a con- 
tinuation of the mission of Christ, and, as 
the Gospel and ideals of Christ were opposed 
to the passions and prejudices of human 
nature, they could well understand how the 
life of the Church had been a history of 
opposition, and at times of malignant per- 
secution, but always succeeded by triumph. 
The dangers to the faith were greater in 
times of peace and prosperity than in times 
of distress and persecution. Even in the 
natura: order unjust compulsion created a 
reaction of courage and resistance. 

His Grace proceeded to read, amid applause 
and laughter, from Joyce’s history references 
to the folicy of the Tudors in 
trying to Anglicise Ireland, the legislators 
undertaking to regulate how the hair wag 
to be worn, the beard clipped, and for 
women the colour of their dresses, the num- 
ber of yards of material that they were to 
use, and the hats that they were to wear. 

“But,” said his Grace, “if many of our 
people have unfortunately given up most of 
the distinctly national features of Irish social 
life, and if too many have shown lamentable 
weakness in imitating foreign fashions. there 
are, thank God, no signs of weakening in 
adhesion to and practice of the Irish faith, 
which was tried as gold in a furnace. (Ap- 
plause.) Instead of growing dim, let us hope 
that this gold will shine brighter in the 
brighter days to come. (Applause.) 


THE CELEBRATIONS. 

The celebrations of this week, his Grace 
Ia including the splendour of 

atholic liturgy carried out in the churches 
of the capital, the reading of instructive 
papers and the open air service and - pro- 
cession fixed for next Sunday should do 
much to make them realise that the Faith 
of Christ was man’s greatest possession, and 
that this inheritance which had been handed 
down to them, sealed with the blood of 
Irish martyrs, should be guarded as the 
greatest treasure of the Irish nation. (Ap- 
plause.) It had been said that history was 
& conspiracy against truth. That was cer- 
tainly true of many of the histories of the 
so-called Frotestant Reformation, the fun- 
damental fact of which in these islands was 
the rebellion of Henry VIII. against the 
authority in spiritual matters of St. Peter's 
successor. When the Pope refused him an 
impossible licence to divorce his lawful wife, 
the English King ms revolted against his 
authority and made himself a Pops within 
his own dominions. This was the beginning 
of the tragedy which reached its culmination 
in the reign of his yy ii daughter. 
How unnatural a form the persecution by 
Elizabeth of the old Church took in Ireland 
Father Gannon had told them in his eloquent 
and logical paper. 

“ It is to be hoped,”’ said His Grace, “ that 
after this week we shall hear no more about 
the laughable claims of the so-called ‘ Church 
of Ireland’ to be regarded as the descendant 
ní the so-called “ non-Roman Church’ of St. 
Patrick. Before its disestablishment in 
1869, the Protestant Church in Ireland was 
one with the Established Church in England, 
called the Anglican Church, whose distinguish- 
ing characteristic is the usur right of the 
civil power to all ecclesiastical jurisdiction, 
and to be the supreme judge of her doctrine. 
If mere mechanical succession to the material 
buildings and ecclesiastical revenues, of which 
we were despoiled in the sixteenth century, 
could make it the Church of St. Patrick, it 
can show ample title to that claim. (Laughter 
and applause.) But succession of this kind 
does not confer a succession to orders and 
spiritual jurisdiction. The continuity both 
in orders and jurisdiction in the Church 
founded by Christ and the Apostles was ruth- 
lessly broken by the rebellion against Papal 
authority and the rejection of the essential 
tenets of the old Catholic doctrine and 
liturgy. And this continuity can only be 
restored by a reunion with the Church to 
which Henry VII. was loyal beforo the 
Pope resisted his unlawful desires—the 
Church of the Mass and the Seven Sacra- 
ments, the Church of St. Patrick, Brigid and 
Columbkille, the Church which alone in the 
world to-day has the marks of Unity, Apos- 
tolicity, Catholicity and Sanctity. (Loud 
applause.) 


INSIDE AND OUTSIDE THE CHURCH. 
“I do not wish to assert that there are 
no sinners in the Cathohc Church,” said His 
Grace, amid laughter. There are, unfor- 
tunately, too many, which is the Church’s 
greatest trial. Nor do I mean to say that 
all without the Catholic Church are sinners. 
I believe there are thousands of good men 
who, through no fault of their own, do not 
belong to the body of the Church. And this 
is exactly the reason why all the facts con- 
nected with the revolt against the Catholic 
Church in the sixteenth century ought to be 
constantly kept in their proper historical 
perspective. The reading of such accurate 
history will, under the influence of the grace 
of God, be a revelation to the good souls out- 
side the Church who are humbly seeking the 
truth, many of whom are daily finding their 
way into the true fold.” (Applause.) 

e Archbishop referred to the recent 
history by Monsignor D’Alton, of the Arch- 
diocese of Tuam, in which the unprejudiced 
reader would find not only a graphic picture 
of the Elizabethan persecution in the West 
of Ireland, but also to the persecution of 
proselytism and souperism. [If Ireland, as a 
whole, deserved to be publicly congratulated 
on the victory of faith over dungeon, rack 
and sword, the West of Ireland deserved to 
be congrtulated on the victory of faith over 
souperism. Souperism was a system of induc- 
ing hungry people to sell their faith for food 
and clothes. He assumed, of course, that 
enlightened Protestants looked upon such a 
system with horror, but the fact remained 
that fabulous sums of money were contributed 
to seduce the le of Achill and Connemara } 
from their allegiance to the faith. The 
system which was inaugurated by Nangle in 
Achill shortly after the passing of the 
Emancipation Act took on its most active 
operations in the days following the famine, 
when the people of the Western seaboard | 
were dying of hunger. Churches were built

ELIZABETHAN PERSECUTION. 

The Rev. P. J. Gannon, 8.J., read a paper 
on “The Elizabethan Persecution.” ihe 
lecturer prefaced his remarks by a quotation 
from the historian, Lecky, who wrote: 
“There can be little doubt that the Reforma- 
tion was the most painful of all the transitions 
through which the human intellect as 
passed If it was painful everywhere, said 
‘ather Gannon, it. reached the xscme of 
anguish in this little island. Here it waged 
war on native patriotism and sought to 
annihilate. national sentiment. Their fore- 
fathers were called n to regard. the Pope 
as a tyrant, and Henry the Eighth or 
Elizabeth as a deliverer. They were su 
pressed, and their revenues sequestrated to the 
Crown or divided among corrupt officials 
From the religious standpoint the Reforma- 
tion was a failure: from the political dnd 
social standpoint it gained so complete a 
triumph that it was enabled to ostracise, 
disfranchise and finally disposses an entire 
nation. As a net result Ireland was blessed 
with a caste system, where the dividing. line 
was not colour, or even race, but creed ; and 
for four centuries the normal development of 
life was arrested. : 

Such a situation naturally begot anomalies. 
Of these the most glaring was the institution 
which styled itself “ The Church of Ireland.’’ 
I doubt if there ever was a greater misnomer. 
For it drew its jurisdiction from an alien 
monarch, derived its semblance of orders from 
an imported bishop, preached above every 
other dogma the duty of submission to the 
foreign ‘ruler, alike in temporals and in 
spirtiuals, and ali the while was steadfastly 
and universally disowned by the Irish people, 
not only those of Celtic stock, but all of an 
race existing in Ireland when it was founded. 

That such an institution should have arisen 
was strange enough; that it should have 
endured, still stranger, and only explicable 
by the strength of the political prop on 
which it leaned. But that it should set out 
to persecute the nation of which it professed 
to be the Church into an apostasy from its 
ancient faith and a denial of its inmost con- 
viction—that was the most unnatural and 
unpardonable instance of religious tyranny 
in European history. 

ELIZABETH’S AIM. 

Whatever may have been their motives, 
Elizabeth was determined to force the 
official religion on Ireland. As early as 
1560 we find both the Act of Supremacy, 
declaring her supreme governor in all affairs 
temporal and spiritual, and the Act of 
Uniformity, making it incumbent on all to 
attend Protestant services, accounted the Jaw 
of the land. An oath was to be taken, 
which involved both schism and heresy, The 
Mass was declared to be idolatrous and iis 
celebration criminal. It is quite true that 
the supreme penalty of death was not in- 
flicted in the earlier years of her reign. 
She was not anxious to augment her own 
difficulties. So much toleration she practised 
as circumstances and prudential reasons im- 
posed—so much and no more. But the whole 
machinery of persecution was in existence 
from the start, and in operation to the limit 
that expediency allowed. Furthermore, it 
was meant to alter radically and fundament- 
ally the Constitution of the Irish Church and 
the faith of the Irish pecole. 

Father Gannon dealt at some length with 
the claim advanced that the Elizabethan 
establishment was the legitimate heir to the 
Church of Patrick, Mel, Kieran, Columba and 
er and said that it was difficult to take 
such a contention seriously. The thesis, first 
Sigg rep by Ussher, and later defended by 
jr. Todd and others, that the Reformation 
restored the ancient, particularist non-Roman 
Church of Celtic Ireland was about as daring 
a travesty of history as could well be 
imagined.

McNaught, in a little book, rejected it still 
more emphatically. In a brief examination, 
the lecturer went on to show that from the 
fifth century and onward the Church of St. 
Patrick was in communion with Rome. The 
Irish Church became the most monastie in 
the world. It had the Mass—the Stowe 
Missal, one of the earliest extant, was trom 
the Celtic Church. It had Confirmation by 
chrism, it had confession, and had prayers 
and Masses for the dead. In devotion to the 
Mother of God it rivalled, # it did not 
surpass, any other Church, East or West. 
{t certainly revered and studied the Bible. 

THE REFORMATION. 

The Reformation. began with. a wholesale 
suppression of monasteries and convents, 
with a frank declaration of war on religious 
life, the celibacy of the clergy, the Sacrament 
of Penance, Masses or prayers for the dead, 
the ancient rite of Confirmation by chrism, 
and so on. Above all, the Reformation 
assailed the Mass. It rifled and desecrated 
tabernacles and removed altars. The ancient 
liturgy was tampered with. Phe very corner- 
stone of the Christian Church, the Episcopacy, 
was jeopardised. In the long duel between 
the óg se and Cesaropapism many terrible 
encroachments had been made on the rights of 
the Church. But the fight had been about 
nomination to the tempovalities of sees and 
abbacies. The theory that strictly spiritual 
jurisdiction could come through kings was as 
little known as that the power of Orders 
assed through their hands, It was reserved 
or the sixteenth century to propound this 
stark Erastianism. The Tudor claim in Ireland 
was to set up pastors in defiance of the flock. 
It was a personal claim, a prerogative of the 
Crown, and on no point did Elizabeth insist 
more than on this. 

THE CHURCH OF IRELAND. 
It was a woman who set up the Established 
State Church of Ireland. She was illegitimate 
by birth and statute law. Her reign was a 
usurpation in England. But it won 
acquiescence when it had silenced opposition. 
In freland, when she ascended the throne, her 
writs hardly ran in the Pale itself. The great 
bulk of the people were still in point of fact 
independent. ; sb in the Pale and the 
Anglicised towns, where her rule was more or 
less acknowledged in civil matters, her creed 
was scorned, her ministers ignored. 
He referred to the 8 bishops, 18 secular 
priests, 47 religious, 25 laymen and 1 lay- 
woman who suffered under Elizabeth and 
whose cause was under consideration, and 
said that in reality the nation was martyred 
for the Faith. The second Desmond War and 
Hugh O’Neill’s heroic struggle was as much 
for religion as for the liberties of the land. 
The countless thousands who perished in the 
deliberate attempts to exterminate the face 
suffered for a two-fold loyalty—to the land of 
their fathers and the faith of St. Patrick. 
Many of them died for the latter alone. 
But their names were hidden with Christ in 
God. 
“We must leave them there,” concluded 
Father Gannon. ‘‘ We cannot, however, admit 
the contention that they died for an illusion ; 
that they mistook their true religious allegi- 
ance; that the bishops and priests they recog- 
nised were intruders, and the unhappy 
apostates who held their principles up to 
barter were the itimate successors of 
Patrick, Kieran, Mel, Jarlath, Malachy and 
Laurence O'Toole.”

In an article on holidays in Germany, 
which we. published yesterday, a con- 
tributor told. how. the. memory. of,, the 
martyred [Irish saint, Kilian, lingers 
still in Wuerzburg. Writing in Studies, 
Professor D. A. Binchy describes other 
Irish associations of Northern Bavaria. 
The travéller who comes to Ratisbon is 
shown the famous Church of St. James, 
usually called the Schotten Kirche, or 
Church of the Scots. His guide-book tells 
him that the church and the attached 
seminary buildings belonged for centuries 
to ‘the Scottish Benedictines. He is 
struck, however, by the similarity of the 
chief architectural -feature, the northern 
portal, to similar structures in Ireland, 
and he notes the fact that the epitaphs 
commemorating the Scottish abbots go 
back no farther than the sixteenth 
century, although the monastery was 
founded in ths eleventh and the church 
was built in the twelfth. ' The explanation 
has come to light in modern times. The 
Abbey of St. James, in Ratisbon, was an 
Irish foundation and the parent house 
of the Irish Benedictine» Congregation in 
Germany. Alter the . decay of. Irish 
missionary activity in the fifteenth 
century, the Scottish Benedictines appro- 
priated the house of St. James, just as 
they strove: to secure the Schotten Kloster 
in Vienna, on the score that its name 
showed that it belonged to them. The 
story of: the rise and fall! of the Irish 
Benedictine Congregation in Germany is 
an important chapter in Irish history and 
siill is unwritten, although Dr. P. J. 
Barry, .who was appointed to the 
doctorate of philosophy in Munich two 
years ago, has written a German mono- 
graph on the subject from which Dr. 
Binchy is ehabled to quote. It was about 
the year 1070 that St. Marianus, with a 
handful of Irish pilgrims, settled in 
Ratisbon. :

INVERSHIN’S GOLD CUP. 


Ascot received its biggest thrill yester- 
day, when Invershin, the oldest horse in 
the race, and.carrying.the top weight, 
fought off the challenge of one American 
horse and three French horses to keep the 
Ascot Gold Cup in England. It was his 
second successive victory in this race. 
As he raced home two lengths in front 
of Reigh Count, the much-fancied Ameri- 
can candidate, the fashionable crowd in 
the stands abandoned its composure and 
rose and cheered. . 

Mr. Reid Walker, the owner of Inver- 
shin, is a member of the Jockey Club and 
has. been prominently associated with 
racing for something like half a century. 
He has won innumerable important races, 
but never a classic race. Invincible, the 
sire of Invershin, finished fourth in the 
2,000 Guineas and the Derby. 

The many good horses which have 
carried Mr.. Walker’s colours include 
Square Measure and Dinneford, both of 
whom won the Royal Hunt Cup at Ascot. 
He thought of retiring Invershin to the 
stud two years ago, but fortunately did 
not, and the horse has since won the 
Jockey Club Cup and the Caledonian 
Hunt Cup, in addition to his two Ascot 
Gold Cups. rei 

Mr. alker, who was overwhelmed 
with congratulations upon tlie second 
victory of his horse in the Gold Cup, said 
to a Press representative: ‘‘I am much 
more delighted for the ‘horse than for 
myself, because he is such a gallant 
fellow and has such a beautiful teinpera- 
ment. It is a great satisfaction to me 
that he has again defeated all challengers 
from abroad and that when his time 
comes to go to the stud he will worthily 
carry on the prestige of the British 
thoroughbred.’’

Railway Reorganisation.

Daniel at that time had “‘ enough,”’ 
and witness and he went away together for 
Is of the way, when he “ turned east" to 
trabogue, Daniel going in the opposite direc- 
tion, west. At Strabogué witness got a boat 
to go to the island, and he slept out that 
night, as he was drunk, and the next morn- 
ing he visited several houses. Witness de- 
tailed his movements and mentioned the 
people whom he had met. 

One person he had met asked witness if he 
had heard that Daniel Walsh was drowned, 
and he said that he had not. He emphati- 
cally denied ever having hid-himself in a loft 
in Daniel Walsh’s house. He was afraid to 
tell the Guard everything abouts his move 
ments, as people were speaking about him 
and Dan’s wife. He denied that he was in 
the Waishes’ house the night Daniel was 
found drowned.. 

Did you in any sense cause the death of 
Daniel Walsh?—No. He was drinking 
whiskey along with me. 

Were you present when Daniel Walsh 
died ’—No, I was not. 

To Mr. Lavery—I used to visit at the 
Walshes’ house and do work, and used to go 
about with Daniel, who used to visit his 
father’s house. 

You have heard the story the children told 
about your sleeping continually in the 
Walshes’ house ?—Í heard it in this Court. 

S And did the children invent that, story ?— 
ves. 

Was there any reason why they should 
tell stories to your disadvantage ?7— No. 

In further cross-examination, witness 
denied the allegations put forward by the 
witnesses for the prosecution so far as they 
affected him. 

Witness denied that he was in the house 
several times after the finding of the hus- 
band’s body, and the evidence of the 
daughter, Mary, was untrue. 

The daughters of the accused woman were 
recalled and questioned by the judge. 

DIFFICULTIES. 

Mr. Brereton Barry addressed the jury on 
behalf of the accused, Martin Joyce, and said 
that it was a case which presented many 
difficulties for a Dublin jury to try, especially 
as they were dealing with people who, living 
in a remote district, were to a large extent 
and. towards whom the same s 
should not be applied as would apply to cir 
cumstances arising nearer Dublin. 

: ‘were unquestionably local rumours 
as to the relations which existed between 
the two accused persons, but the jury were 
not concerned with such _ considerations, 
which had been put forward as suggestin 
motive. Most cases of that kind were loaned 
upon the admission that there had, in fact, 
been a murder; but here it was for the jury 
to say whether or not they were convinced 
that the death was brought about as the 
result of murder or arose from accident. 
Counsel contended that the evidence 
for the prosecution had altogether failed 
to bring home guilt to his client, and 
he asked the jufy not to rely upon the belated 
evidence of the impressionable children on 
which the case so strongly rested as against 
Joyce. The testimony put forward was full 
of contradictions and discrepancies in most 
vital directions, and the circumstantial evi- 
dence upon which the State relied was all 
capable of a perfectly innocent explanation, 
and at best suggested a reasonable doubt, on 
which the accused man was entitled to 
demand a verdict. we 

QUESTION OF ACCIDENT. 

Mr. Fawcett followed on behalf of Annie 
Walsh, against whom, he said, the jury had 
absolutely no scintilla of evidence of guilt.

Sm,—it as hard to treat seriously the 
letter of the Secretary of the Society for 
Prevention of Oruelty to Animals in your 
igsue of the 12th inst., but, lest. any sub- 
stantial number of your readers should be 
misled by it, I feel bound to request the 
courtesy of being permitted to reply briefly. 
The Society advances the amazing contention 
that, because cruelty cases are only brought 
by the Guards after consultation with their 
superior officers (which, by the way, is not 
necessarily true in all cases), “it, is practi- 
cally certain that they are based on a solid 
foundation ’’—and ergo, I suppose, that a 
Justice who dismisses any such case is fail- 
ing in his duty. As a logical corollary, 
since in most cases of summaryNYproceedings 
a sergeant or higher officer advises the pro- 
secution op seeing the Guard’s report, no 
case whatsoever, if brought by a Guard, 
ought to be dismissed. Who can argue with 

ople who talk such nonsense; and what 
ntelligent reader will doubt, in face of this, 
that my . protest: against ‘ill-informed 
strictures ” on District Justices by members 
of the Society was justified’? 

I asked if the Society expected: your 
readers to accept its estimate of undue 
leniency on the part of a Justice on a state- 
ment of the charge and decision, without 
giving the evidence on both sides and the 
reasons given for the decision. To this 
query no answer is given by Miss Power, 
because, obviously, no answer save 
*“Peceavi’’ is possible; but, instead, she 
coolly repeats her reference to three cases of 
alle ed leniency, without stating either the 
evidence or the reasons for the Justice’s 
orders, and implicitly asks your readers to 
believe that her mention of these three cases 
without a particle of evidence—and even 
though, if there were any evidence, they 
represent one in cases of convictions in 
1928—justifies the hasty and wholesale 
denunciation of the Court by members of her 
Society, who apparently believe that, so far 
as the District Court is concerned, “ nothin 
good can come out of Nazareth.’’

Mr. Phelps said that, since the adjourn- 
ment on Tuesday, he had had consultations 
with representatives of the railway company 
and of the Cattle Trade Association in refer- 
ence to the charges for carrying live stock 
when the owners assist in loading and un- 
loading the animals. T had drawn 
up a scale which they submitted, to 
the Tribunal for consideration and approval. 
The scale of charges in respect of animals 
by merchandise train was:— 

“Horses or other beasts of draught or 
burden, each, 6d. for the first and second 
on miles or parts of them, 3.3d. for the 
next forty miles or less, 3.3d. for the remain- 
ing distance, 1s. at the station terminal at 
each end, loading 8d., unloading 8d. 

Oxen, sheep, goats or pigs, for each part 
truck load, 9.74d. for the first thirty miles 
or less, 7.34d. for the next thirty miles or 
less, 634d. for the next forty miles or less, 
6d. for the remainder of the distance, 1.4d. 
at the station terminal at each end; load- 
ing 8d., unloading 8d. For each truck load 
ls. 2.4¢. for the first thirty miles or less; 
lld. for the next thirty miles or less, 
for the next forty miles or less, 9d. for the 
remainder of the distance, 2s. at the station 
terminal at each end, loading 1s., unloading 
ls. 

These are minimum charges as for three 
in the case of horses, ponies, mules, etc., 
and a part truck load in the other classifica- 
tions. In addition to these charges, an 
amount not exceeding 2s. per truck may be 
made by the company for cleansing trucks 
after conveyance. Where the owners assist 
in the loading and unloading of live stock, 
the following allowances are sanctioned :— 
Horses, etc., 8d. each; oxen, etc., 8d. per 
part truck and 1s. per truck Fractions of 
a penny in the total charge charged as one 
penny. | 

Mr. Phelps explained that under the pro- 
posed schedule the old head rate for a single 
beast was abolished, but *hat this was com- 
pensated for by the considerable reductions in 
the part truck and truck loads. Hitherto 
the different scales of charges of various rail- 
way companies had been adhered to since the 
amalgamation, but on this new basis of gra- 
dation the scale would be the same for or 
line controlled by the Great Southern Rail- 
ways Company. With some minor excep- 
tions, due to the standardisation of charges 
and the alteration in some cases of the system 
of gradation the rates charged showed a 
general reduction. 

Mr, John Leonard, on behalf of the Irish 
Cattle Trade Association, said that the pro- 
posed charges by the Great Southern Kail- 
ways were higher than the scale in use by 
the old Midland Great Western portion of 
the system. 


ing the cattle trade, said that high freights 
and handling charges on live stock at present 
were, in his opinion, hampering the trade. 
If the high freights were continued, they 
could not hope to carry on the trade 
with any great measure of success. 
Senator Counihan pointed out that the 
charges on the Great Northern Railway were 
only about 75 per cent. over pre-war, whereas 
on the Great Southern system the increase 
was over 100 per cent. over pre-war rate. 
In England the rate was only about 50 per 
cent. over pre-war. 

Mr. John Cassidy, Chairman of the 
National Executive of the Live Stock Trade 
Association, stated that he had fifty years’ 
experience as a cattle exporter, and dealt 
with about 10,000 head of cattle yearly. The 
present rates charged for the garriage of 
cattle were excessive, and such as the trade 
could not afford to bear. He did not say 
that the railway was altogether responsible— 
the shipping rates were also excessive—but 
the combination was such that the freights 
were excessive on the trade. 

Mr. J. W. an, secretary, Messrs. A. 
Millar and Co., Ltd., wholesale tea. wine 
and spirit merchants, Thomas street, Dublin, 
stated that since the war the rate of duties 
on the goods they sold was very high, and 
the result was that their customers through- 
out the country were buying in very much 
smaller quantities, and the carriage rates on 
the small quantities were much higher than 
on large consignments. He thought that 
there should be a reduction in the rate for 
small quantities. 

The Tribunal adjourned until 11 o'clock 
to-day.

THEsTARIFF ON READY'MADE 
CLOTHING.-

The Committee stage of the Finance 
pill was utilised by a number of deputies 
in Dail Eireann yesterday to initiate dis- 
cussions oh such widely different subjects 
as income tax, tobacco-growing and the 
tarilí on woollens. 

The Minister for Finance stated that 
he was desirous of giving some relief to 
the small taxpayer if it could be done 
within the imcome tax system, It . was 
too early yet to consider the matter fully. 

A proposal by Mr. y, 
Fianna bail deputy for Meath, who has 
previously shown great interest in the 
matter, that lrish-grown tobacco should 
be free of Excise duty, was supported by 
several members of his own party and, on 
the Government side, by Mr. H, A, Law. 

Mr. Blythe, however, maintained tha 
jobacco-growing Was not an economic pro- 
sition in this country, and the proposal 
was deleated by 69 votes to 49.

AMENDING THE 
INCOME TAX,

OPPOSITION PROPOSALS 
REJECTED, 

On the Committee stage of the Finance Bill 
Mr. Mac ENTER (F.E., Dublin Co.) moved 
pn amendment, the purpose of which was to 
increase the income tax allowance in respect 
of children from £56 to £50 in one case, and 


from £27 to £40 in another. 
Mr. BLYTHE (Minister for Finance) said 


thet it was impossible to.accept the amend- 
ment, because the money would have to be 
jound by some new charges. He was desirous 
oí giving some relief to the small taxpayer if 


ould be done within the income tax 
wstem. It was too early yet to consider 
the matter fully; he would wait until he 
inew what the exact position was. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Mr. MackNTEE moved amendments as 
follows :— 
“To insert before Sub-section (2) a new sub- 
section as follows:—'If any claimant proves 
that any portion of his income arose directly 
from stocks, shares or other investments in a 
manufacturing undertaking (or undertakings, 
ns the case may be) established in Saorstat 
Eireann, he shall, for the purpose of arriving 
at his assessable income, be entitled to a 
deduction of one-fourth of the income which 
thus arose.” 

“To insert before Sub-section (3) a new sub- 
seciion as follows:—‘If any claimant proves 
that any portion of his earned income arose 
diectly from profits in a manufacturing 
undertaking (or undertakings, as the case may 
be) carried on in Saorstat 
the purpose of arriving at his assessable 
meome he shall be entitled, in addition to 

' the earned income allowance already provided 

for under Section 16 of the Finance Act, 
190, to a further deduction of one-tenth of 
such portion of his income as arose as afore- 
said, but such deduction shall net exceed 
£200 in the case of any individal.’ ”’ 


INVESTING MONEY AT HOME. 


Mr. MacENTEE said that the object of the 
amendments was to encourage people to inveat 
their monev in Irish industries. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork Borough), in 
supporting the amendments, said that if they 
vere adopted it would be an inducement to 
yople who had capital invested abroad to 
vest it in Irish industries. A prominent 
financier, told him that if certain reliefs in 
income tax were given he and others would 
be glad to invest their money in this country. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the question of the 
complexity of the income tax code had to be 
considered. Everyone was in favour of 
simplifying the code, but that could only be 
brought Boa if they determined to keep the 
tax for the sole purpose of collecting revenue, 
aud of making such allowances as would seem 
equitable. If they tried to use this tax for 
the purpose of forwarding an economic policy 
of encouraging industry they would neces- 
garily increase its complexity. 

That, of course, was not a final argument, 
hut it was one that had some weight. He 
opposed the amendments mainly on the ground 
that this was not the best or the most 
economie way of encouraging industry. He 
believed that in so far as the State could 
encourage industry, the existing methods of 
protection and subsidy in certain cases, and 


' the other methods being used at present were 


the best and most economical. 
Pes DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 


If the amendments were accepted, it meant 
that the shareholders in Messrs. Guinness 
alone would be saved £30,000, without any 
cain to the country, because that was not an 
industry which was hampered by lack of 
capital, The Imperial Tobacco Company was 
another instance, and if it was urged that 
the benefit of the amendment should be re- 
stvicted to industries registered in Ireland, 
bic firme would have no difficulty, if they 
thought it worth while. in establishing a legal 
headquarters here. The amendment would 
make it almost impossible to segregate the 
large number. of borderline cases, and mixed 
businesses would bosume, sn exceedingly diffi- 
cult problem to deal with. 

Mr FLINN (F.F., Cork Borough) said 
that in income tax discrimination they had 

ouly wea that he knew of which 
could be used for the protection of Irish 
py as distinct from the protection of 
mish industry. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the Government 
did not see any great objection to the coming 
of British companies here, though they re- 
cognised that there wefe many cases iD 
which it would be desirable to have home 
companies owning industries. They re- 
cognised also that if the process by which 
Irish concerns were being taken over by 
English companies were to continue to any- 
thing like the extent of the past year or two, 
it would be necessary to deal with it. 

On a division the amendment was defeated 
by 62 votes to 50. : 

Mr. FLINN moved an amendment to sub- 
section 3 to insert the words: “ provided 
that in the case of a manufacturing under- 
laking any undistributed gains or rofits 
arising out of such undertaking and em- 
ploved to the satisfaction of the Revenue 
authorities in extending premises or in In- 
Mailing new plant shall be exempt from tax 
While so undistributed.”’ 

Mr. BLYTHE agreed that the proposal 
Was suitable, but said that it required much 
more examination than it had received, Dur- 
lig the year he would give the proposal 
fuither consideration, with the view of mak- 
‘bg a satisfactory scheme which would meet 
the object in view.

IN TWO YEARS’ TIME. 


At the end of the two years, if the industry 
revived and replaced any of the imported 
tobacco, there might be a small loss to 
revenue, but it would be very small. If the 
displacement were any way ‘serious the 
Minister had his remedy, but he would have 
succeeded in establishing an industry which 
would be capable of producing the same 
revenue. 

Irish tobacco could be made popular, In 
Ireland the growers had experimented with 
the strong, dark leaf; but most species of 
tobacco could be grown in Ireland, and, as 
a matter of fact, excellent cigars were made 
from tobacco grown in Wexford. 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Government, Dublin N.) 
said that the growing of tobacco in this 
country could be carried on only at a financial 
loss, and could never be a revenue-producing 
industry. Tobacco manufacturers in Ireland 
had refused to buy the Irish weed. The 
Committee that had been set up to deal with 
this question stated that it would be necessary 
that the country should be involved in a loss 
of approximately of per acre, and 

inted out that it had been tried unsuccess- 
ully here for twenty years. 


A CASE FOR FRESH INQUIRY, 


Mr. LAW (Government, Donegal) said that 
he was still of opinion that the entire matter 
had not received all the consideration it 
deserved. Owing to the difficulty of a 
continuity of supply of the Irish-grown 
tobacco manufacturers were disinclined to 
handle it or to take over a crop without any 
indication of further supplies. He had been 
informed that important manufacturers would 
undertake, if the Excise duty were reduced, 
to handle the stuff in considerable quantity. 
That suggested that at the present moment 
conditions were much more favourable, and 
they need not despair of seeing the industry 
established. “There was undoubtedly a case 
for fresh inquiry. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that he did not know to 
what extent conditions had changed: since 
1926, but he thought they had changed very 
substantially. There was available with 
present rebates of taxation a subsidy of about 
£50 an acre for tobacco-growing. In his view, 
it would be better to pay thirty-five shillings 
a week to every person who made an affidavit 
that he was engaged in tobacco-growing with- 
out doing any more, rather than to do what 
was suggested in the amendment, which he 
characterised as preposterous. Evidence 
showed that tobacco could not be gréwn here 
unless they paid a subsidy of about £40 an 
acre. There was no prospect at all that it 
would become an economic crop. 

If there was any crop that was likely to 
be able to pay its way, a very good argument 
eould be made for a substantial subsidy in 
the beginning, but it would be hard to justify 
the subsidy suggested by the Deputy. 


NOT GIVEN A FAIR CHANCE. 
Mr. de. VALERA (F.F., Clare) said that 


it was obvious that the Minister was not 
even going to give the question a fair trial 
by having it further examined. There was 
something like half a million pounds’ worth 
of tobacco coming into the country every 
year. If this could be produced at home, why 
should they not give the opportunity to pro- 
duce it? Every line of employment that 
could absorb some of their unemployed should 
not be turned down. Those who had been 
engaged in the tobacco-growing in the country 
stated that the industry had not had a fair 
chance owing to the vexatious regulations 
connected with it. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that he was prepared to 
examine what opportunities could be given 
to enable people who had tobacco on hands 
to dispose of it. He did not want it to be 
thought that they were being treated with 
lack of consideration. It might be that 
through misunderstanding a market was lost, 
and i any other market, could be found he 
was prepared to look into the existing re- 
gulations in case anybody should think of 

rowing tobacco with the existing preference.

Free State, that the imposition of duty on 
imported woollen cloth decreased the effective 
rotection they enjoyed before February last. 
in 1925 a protective tariff was im on 
imported ready-made clothing. at tariff 
was one of a number that justified them- 
selves, because since that date the number of 
persons employed in the production of ready- 
made clothing in the Free State had increased 
by 2,234. If the duty on ready-made imported 
clothing was not increased, the fact would be 
that English manufacturers would be able 
to sell their suits in this country on the 
same footing as the home manufacturer, and 
the protection given to the home manufac- 
turer would be very largely destroyed, 

The original arrangement gave the ready- 
made clothing manufacturer a strong induce- 
ment to develop the industry, but under the 
later arrangement that inducement. was 
largely abolished. The real solution was the 
one adovcated by Fianna Fail—namely, to in- 
crease the duty on ready-made clothing by 
five per cent. That would increase the 
price of foreign ready-made clothing; but 
that was the object of a protective tariff. 
Competition would keep the price of Irish 
ready-made clothing at an economic level. 

Mr. AIKEN (F.F., Louth) said that, even 
if the cost of clothing did go up a little as 
a result of adopting Mr. Lemass s suggestion, 
ry people would have more money to pay 
or it. 


MINISTERIAL ATTITUDE, 


Mr. BLYTHE said that the desire of the 
Tariff Commission, as shown in their report, 
was that the woollen cloth manufacturers 
should have the trade which would come to 
them from the clothing manufacturers. At 
the same time, the Tarif Commission felt 
that only a moderate increase in the woollen 
tariff could be justified without special and 
separate consideration, because the application 
was for a tariff on woollen cloth, They felt 
that. they should be very slow to recommend 
what some people wanted—a doubling of the 
apparel tariff, or an increase to sixty-six and 
two-thirds per cent., which Deputy Lemass 
suggested—without a separate application and 
complete consideration of the matter. 

The position at the moment was—and 
would continue if the section was passed— 
that the bulk of the cloth which the apparel 
importers required was imported free, and 
consequently they were not deprived of the 
protection given them by the apparel tariff. 

It had been extremely difticult to get all 
the facts in this case. When the original 
application came before the Commission the 
entire facts were not freely and immediately 

ut beforé them, and facts that ought to have 
á disclosed immediately had to be dragged 
to light. He would not be prepared to adopt 
the suggestion to impose an extra five per 
cent, or ten per cent, on apparel without a 
recommendation to that effect from the Tariff

If that were done, he believed 
there would be an increase in cost to the 
public. 


Mr. LEMASS said that there were three 
parties concerned in the application—the 
woollen manufacturers, the apparel manufac- 
turers and the consumers. The consumers’ 
views were voiced in the Dail, and where the 
first two parties, who occupied the positions 
of applicants and opponents, were agreed 
upon a recommendation, the Commission 
should automatically recommend it to the 
Dail. Was the Minister prepared to make a 
decision himself on the informatién supplied 
him by the deputations he had received 
since? 

Mr. HEFFERNAN, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to

ATTITUDE OF MANUFACTURERS, 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that one would have 
imagined that the two parties who were 
affected in this matter, namely, the ready- 
made clothing people and the woollen manu- 
facturers, would have come ether and 
arrived at some accommodation. The lament- 
able fact came to light, however, that the 
only point on which there was agreement was 
that there should be an increased tariif on 
ready-made clothing coming into the coun- 
try. 

The bulk of the cloth required by the ready- 
made clothing people was between one and 
sixpence and two and sixpence per square 
yard, and an examination of the books ol 
three or four of the biggest firms showed 
that the manufacturers could not supply 
cloth of that value, and were not likely to 
be in a position to do so at any date in the 
near future. The ready-made clothing people 
had a grievance at the time, and the matter 
had been referred to the Tariff Commission 
with the result shown in the section. 

If the ready-made clothing people thought 
that the present increase did not give them 
the exact amount of protection that they 
enjoyed before, they had a clear case to go 
before the Tariff Commission. No request 
had been made to have that done. 

This thing should be looked at in its 
setting, and that setting showed that the 
Tariff Commission had clearly declared that 
there should be a tariff on all woollen goods, 
exempting only cloths of the value of 
one and sixpence a yard and under—shoddy, 
the Irish manufacturer styled it, and which 
they had no intention of making. Then new 
circumstances arose, and to meet a temporary 
difficulty this qualification was suggested. 

There was the difficulty that there was 
not being supplied at the moment any quan- 
tity of cloth between one and sixpence and 
two and sixpence a square yard, and the 
only question was how soon they were going 
to get those supplies. They had the mind 
of the Tariff Commission that there should 
be a tariff on woollens, excepting only those 
which the manufacturers declared their un- 
willingness to manufacture. The woollen 
manufacturers should show that they ‘were 
preparing to meet the requirements, that, 
within a certain time,,a big percentage of 
the needs would be supplied, and they 
could go before the Commission. 

The section was agreed to.

THE TOTALISATOR BILL. 


| Mr. BLYTHE, in moving the second read- 
ing of the Totalisator Bill, 1929, said that 
the people most interested in racing were 
very anxious that the totalisator should be 
set up here. It was not possible to make 
arrangements to have the totalisator set up 
under the temporary Act, because of the 
capita! outlay that would be involved; but, 
on the other’ hand, it would be 
most undesirable to wait until the new 
Betting Bill had been prepared and passed. 
It was proposed under the bill to give 
licence to operate the totalisator jointly with 
the Turf Club and the National Hunt Steeple- 
chase Committee. Part of the licence would 
be that these two bodies should delegate the 
management of the totalisator to a committee 
which would consist of three representatives 
of each, a representative of the metropolitan 
race meetings, a representative of the pro- 
vincial meetings, and two members represent - 
ing the breeders, owners and trainers. It 
was also proposed that the Government 
receipts should be two per cent. of the total 
takings of the totalisator. The powers in the 
bill for the Revenue Commissioners to set up 
and work the totalisator would not be 
exercised unless there was some breakdown 
in the negotiations with the bodies concerned. 
Mr. MacENTEE said that his party was in 
favour of the principle of the Bill. They 
were in favour of having betting regularised, 
and they believed that if it was to be 
regularised, and if the State was to derive 
some revenue from. betting, a proportion 
of that revenue should be devoted to 
the encouragement of horse racing, which 
was essential to the horse-breeding industry.
